“Rules and regulations for the con­ 
duct of Republican prim ary elections 
in Columbiana county, O., 
adopted 
January 17. 1902; 
“First—The prim ary 
election 
for 
tho nomination of county and district 
officers shall be held on 
Saturday, 
Mardi —. between lite hours of 11:30 
a. rn. and 5:30 p. rn., central standard 
time. 
‘ Second—All prospective candidates 
at such election are required to file 
their names and pay an assessm ent 
of JIO to the secretary of the Repub­ 
lican executive com m ittee 
of 
said 
county on or before noon on Satur- 
day, 
—. 


Third—At least ten days’1 notice of 


designate his choice by placing an X- 
m ark at the left of the name of the 
candidate for whom he wishes to vote. 
The ballot shall be prepared by the 
county central comm ittee and trans­ 
m itted with the poll book and tally 
sheets to the committeemen of each 
precinct. 
The ballots for each 
pre­ 
cinct shall be put up lr. pndr. securely 
fastened together. 
“• ‘'F ifth—At the hour appointed 
for 
the polis to open the officers being 
present shall open the room in which 
the election is to be held, prepare the 
ballot box by placing it in a position 
in plain view of each voter, see that 
the box is securely locked and booths 
in proper condition. 
‘ They shall have charge of all m at­ 
ters connected with 
receiving 
and 
counting the votes. They shall deliver 
to each qualified elector who requests 
■the sam e one ballot. The voter shall 
forthwith and without, 
leaving 
the 
room retire alone to one 
of .the vot­ 
ing booths and without undue 
delay 
unfold and mark his ballot. No elec­ 
tor shall be allowed to occupv a voting 
shelf already occupied by another or 
to occupy voting shelf for more than 
five minutes. 
All m arks or. the bal­ 
lots m ust be made by a black lead 
pencil. 
If any elector soil or deface 
a ballot so th at it cannot be read, he 
may obtain another, providing he re 
turns the ballot soiled 
or 
defaced, 
which shall be immediately destroyed. 
“Sixth—Marking, folding, placing in 
hands of judge, same exactly as Aus­ 
tralian system ; also counting, etc., the 
same. 
Sam e rule m ust be carried out 
regarding disposition of irregularly 
m arked ballots, which m ust 
be 
re 
turned to county committee. 
“Seventh—The 
election 
officials 
shall certify the result, of their pre 
cinct and properly seal and send said 
c ertificate to the secretary of the com 
m ittee calling the prim ary. 
“Eighth—The com mitteem en of each 
precinct shall take charge of and de 
liver the poll books and tally sheets 
to the county central committee, which 
shall convene at. the court 
house in 
Lisbon a t I o’clock p JU. on the Tues 
day following the date tor the purpose 
of canvassing and m aking an official 
abstract of the result of said election. 
“N inth—No person shall act as judge 
or clerk whose nam e appears on the 
ticket as a candidate for any office 
except central committeemen. 
“T enth—No judge or clerk shall di­ 
rectly or indirectly do anything to in­ 
fluence any voter while in or about 
the polling place, and such officer shall 
before entering upon the discharge of 
his duties subscribe to an oath to hon­ 
estly and faithfully discharge his du­ 
ties and shall further m ake oath th at 
he has not received or does not. ex­ 
pect to receive any pay from any dan-

The notice was brought here yes­ 
terday by Frank W. Fowler and when 
seen this morning he said: 
“I have talked to many of our em 
ployes and they all seem to favor our 
plan. 
It m ust be understood 
that 
while the ware will be counted from 
the kiln, the kilnmen and employes in 
the clay departm ent will receive the 
union rates of wages, no m atter 
there is but one piece of good ware 
taken from the kiln. Many persons are 
in error about the ‘bonus’ plan and all 
we ask is that it be given a fair trial 
The story published in a local paper 
th a t if a workman is off duty on ac 
count of sickness a physician’s certif! 
cate would be demanded, is absolute­ 
ly false.

existence we do not like the idea of

The notice was brought here yes­ 
terday by Frank W . Fowler and when 
seen this morning he said: 
" I have talked to many of our em­ 
ployes and they all seem to favor our 
plan. 
It must be understood 
that 
while the ware will be counted from 
the kiln, the kilnmen and employes in 
the clay department will receive the 
union rates of wages, no matter 
if 
there is but one piece of good ware 
taken from the kiln. Many persons are 
in error about the ‘bonus’ plan and all 
we ask is that it be given a fair trial.

Members of kilnmen’s local No. 9, 
who will attend the weekly meeting 
In Brotherhood hall this evening, will 
be fully informed as to the purpose 
of the new scale recently posted in 
the Union pottery.

existence we do not like the idea of 
having matters changed even intone 
pottery, as it would create a possible 
ill-feeling in other plants.” 
H. A. Heifer, secretary of the Man­ 
ufacturing Potters’ association, when 
asked for an Opinion on the new scale, 
said: 
“ The new scale may prove to 
be a good thing for the workmen, but 
nothing can be said until it is tried. 
I think the scale should be tried, prob­ 
ably for two weeks, and lf the men 
could earn bonus money, so much the 
hotter for them. 
A trial of the matter 
is all that is needed for the men.”

agency. 
Now there are only eleven 
men under command of a sergeant 
at Camp Merritt. 
The report shows that the recent 
trouble began on the 4th inst., when 
two Indian police reported that an 
Indian named White, the center fig-j 
ure in the affair, had fresh beef in j 
his cabin, coincident with the unlaw 
ful killing and mutilation of several 
head of cattie east of Tongue river. 
White refused three Limes to surren-1 
der and wanted to fight. Then Pri I 
vate White Shield and six other po­ 
licemen went tor White, finding him 
on a hill near his cabin. They had j 
instructions to avoid trouble if possi- j 
hie, as White was a desperate char-> 
acter, and a leader in me Messiah 
troubles. 
Little 
Bear, another

dian, made an inflammatory speech, I 
and W’hite’s wife and daughter gave 
a war cry and tried to stab White 
Shield. 
White shot and

Indian policeman named Bullard and 
killed one horse and wounded an­ 
other horse.

FIVE INDIANS^ WERE 
KILLED. 


Some Details of Recent Trouble in 


Montana— Agent Wants Troops 


Increased 
Permanently. 


W ashington, Jan. 17.— Five Indians 
were killed during the recent trouble 
a t tho Tongue river agency in Mon­ 
tana, accoruing to th e official report 
received by Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs Jones yesterday from Agent 
Clifford. T he agent recommended that 
fifty men from 
the 
United 
States 
arm y under command of a com mis­ 
sioned officer be 
stationed 
perm a­ 
nently at Camp 
Merritt, n ear 
the 
agency. 
Now th ere are only eleven 
men under command of a sergeant 
a t Camp Merritt. 
The report shows th a t the recent 
trouble began on the 4th inst., when 
two Indian police reported th a t an 
Indian nam ed White, the center fig 
ure in th e affair, had fresh beef in 
his cabin, coincident with the unlaw 
ful killing and m utilation of several 
head of cattie east of Tongue river. 
W hite refused three tim es to surren­ 
der and wanted to fight. 
Then Brl 
vate W hite Shield and six other po­ 
licemen w ent for White, finding him 
on a hill near his cabin. 
They had 
instructions to avoid trouble if possi­ 
ble, as W hite was a desperate ch ar­ 
acter, and a leader in the Messiah 
troubles. 
Little 
Bear, another 
In­ 
dian, m ade an inflammatory speech, 
and W hite’s wife and daughter gave 
a war cry and tried to stab W hite 
Shield. 
W hite shot and 
killed 
an 
Indian policeman nam ed Bullard and 
killed one h o ise and wounded a n ­ 
other horse. 
T he police were repulsed and were 
returning 
home 
w hen 
they 
were 
again tired upon. They did not shoot. 
W hite threatened to raid the agency 
and the entire police force was held 
in reserve for some time. 
On 
the 
8th inst. 
W hite and his wife, 
son 
and daughter wero found dead. 
It 
was believed that the son opposed 
his 
fa th e rs 
surrendering 
himself, 
and killed the father and the otr.er* 
of the family and 
then 
com mitted 
suicide. 
Black C rane and 
about 
25 other 
Indians also threatened trouble, aud 
the troops were called out, but there 
were nu further developments.

W hat $100,000,000 
For the Navy Really 


By Secretary of the 
Navy JOHN D. UONG 


FLAA E been interested in the circular signed by 
many eminent citizens, my beloved friend E. E. 
Hale at the head, iii which they regret the estimate 
of $100,000,000 for the increase of the navy. Of 
course, it is rather a taking thing to say as a matter 
of theory, as this circular says, that $100,000,000 
for tile navy means a tax of $0 on every family in 
the United States. 
And yet, if that sum is spent there is probably 
not a family in the. United States whose future income could be 
shown to be $6 less, and there are a good many families whose 
income would be $6 more and still more families whose income would 
be many times $G less if it were not spent. It is also rather a taking 
thing to say that $100,000,000 could be better spent for education or 
charity. 
And 
yet, on the other hand, $100,000,000 spent in the 
employment of labor is the very best use to which it can be put.

The great question of the day as to wealth is its distribution. 
While few would say that the community should be taxed for the 
sole purpose of distributing the proceeds of taxation, yet it is some 
comfort to know of a tax which, when it is laid on the community, 
all returns again to it. 
If $100,000,000 shall bo appropriated for the 
navy by the present congress, a small part will go for the purchase of 
raw material and something for salaries, but tile great bulk of it 
for labor iii every part of tile Union.

And yet, it that sum is spent there is probably 
not a family in the I nitcd States whose future income could he 
shown to be $6 less, and there are a good many families whose 
income would be $G more and still more families whose income would 
be many times $0 less if it were not spent.

charity.

And yet, if that sum is spent there is probably 
not a family in the United States whose future income could be 
shown to bo $G less, and there are a good many families whose 
income would be $G more and still more families whose income would 
be many times $G less if it were not spent. 
It is also rather a taking 
thing to say that $100,000,000 could be better spent for education or 
charity. 
And yet, on the other hand, $100,000,000 spent in the 
employment of labor is the very best use to which it can be put.

am ount is increased to $503,257.77 in 
the appropriation m ade for the current 
fiscal year. T he revenues of the copy­ 
right division am ounted to $03,087.50. 
The report show s th at 76.4*1 printed 
liooks mid pam phlets have been added 
lo the library during the past year. On 
this subject the librarian says the in 
crease iu the appropriation over that 
for the preceding year has enabled 
progress to lie m ade in the com pletion 
of sets aud in the acquisition of stan d ­ 
ard m aterial in each great department 
of knowledge. Rut the present sum is 
below th a t requisite lf the library is to 
become a collection com prehensive in 
scojie. 
lu view of the larger field of 
usefulness of the Congressional library 
in connection w ith the proposed nation­ 
al university, the suggestions of the 
librarian should have special w eight 
with congress.
